tween 2% and 3 feet apart, 
and about seven 
inches in 


depth. The potatoes are split 
into eyes. And from three to 
four eyes dropped in a, hill, 
which are from 12 to 18 in- 
ches distant.. 
. The seed are then covered 
to a depth of about four in- 
ches. Weeds at all times 
should be kept out of 
the 


patch. Then when the plants 
are about 5 inches above the 
ground, the middle - of 
the 


rows should be split and the 
loose dirt piled up against 
the plants. 


Some fanners in Scioto 


county have found that pil- 
ing straw on top of the plants 
and leaving it there until 
time comes to dig the ma- 
tured potatoes, pays hand- 
some returns. The straw pro- 
tects the plant from the 
bugs and retains the moisture 
in the ground.

If, when the 
war is ovei' a peace arrangement is made by which the risk of war 
will be reduced to the minimum, then with other nations of the 
world we can go back to a peace basis. But .while the world is in 
arms we cannot afford, if we would continue to exist as an independ- 
ent nation, to he playing with our dolls and serving pink tea.
